Report of the Committee. 

The committee sent by Mayor Howell 
to investigate the conditions at St. Louis 
and ascertain just what kind of an ex- 
hivit Atlanta would be expected to make, 
was compored of Walter G. Cooper, ser- 
retary of the Atlanta chamber of com- 
merce; J. P. Stevens, the jeweler, and 
Samuel D. Jones, president of the At- 
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lania stove works. This committee re- 
vorted as follows to Mayor Howell: 

‘lion Evan P. Howell, Mayor, Atlanta, 
stixeDear Sir: Your committee, appoint- 
ad to St. louls in the interest of 
ue Atlanta exhibit at the world’s falr, 
vers leave to make the following report: 

“The committee left here on Septem- 
her I4. arriving in St, Louis on the (5th, 
and remained there until the 17th, vislt- 
ing the grounds of the world's fair on 
three successive days, and conferring 
With Prerident Francis, the director of 
‘xhibits, the architect in charge of the 
‘Medel City (as the municipal feature is 
called), and Charles M. Reeves, through 
whom the city of Atlanta was invited to 
take part in the municipal display. 

“Albert Kelsey, of Philadelpma, the 
architect in charge of the municipal 
exhibit, made a proposition, subsequently 
confirmed by President Francis, which 
we think exceedingly advantageous to 
this city, inasmuch as it will practically 
make the Atlanta building the gateway 
to the fair. It is proposed for Atlanta 
to erect that feature of the Model City 
known as the model terminal station, and 
through this terminal the people who en- 
ter at the main entrance will find their 
way to the exhibition buildings. The 
Model City, or municipal exhibit, Is placed 
hetween the main entrance and the exhi- 
hition buildings, directly in front of the 
machinery building, and visitors going 

hrough the main entrance will naturally 
ro through the Model City. 

“A map accompanying this report will 
nuke the arrangement of the grounds 
slear. On this map the location of the 
Model City is marked in red, with the 

‘station’ written at the point, where 

proposed for Atlanta to reproduce 
her new depot. This is within a short 
distance of the point where the Wabash 
railroad will have its terminals and close 
to a number of street railway loops which 
will bring people from the city to the 
fair grounds. There will doubtless be 
other entrances, but the impression Is 
that a vast majority of the visitors will 
go in at the main entrance and find their 
wav through the Atlanta terminal sta- 
tion into the Model City and thence to 
the exhibition buildings. 

“The grounds, aS you will see from the 
map, cover a tract of 2 square miles. 
Mort of the exhibition buildings ‘are 
massed on the western half of this tract, 
fronting the north side, where the main 
entrance is located. The e@ntrance is 
only about 200 vards from the exhibition 
bulldings, and the model city lies be- 
tween, occupying a crescent-shaped space 
300 feet wide and 1,500 feet Jong. 
Through the middle of this tract runs @ 
model boulevard, covered with asphalt. 45 
feet wide between the curbs, with a 22- 
foot sidewalk on either side, making an 
89 foot street. This street at the cen- 
tral point is expanded to form a public 
square. On the north side of the pub- 
tic square is the model termina] station 
and just opposite this is a mode) city 
hall. At other points on the square are 
a model library, model school building, 
etc.. and it igs expected -that twenty-five 
cities will construct along the street such 
buildings as will represent the municipal 
features which they consider characteris- 
tic. We were told that New York would 
construct a working model of its rapid 
transit system, including the underground, 
the surface anda the elevated railways, 
and that Detroit, claiming to be the home 
city, would construct a model home. 
Other cities are expected to construct a 
model hospital, a model police station, 
etc. 

“The exposition company has appro- 
priated $50,000 to make the boulevard 
and erect the termina] station and town 
pall. Mr. Kelsey, the architect in charge, 
has spent two months in Europe study- 
ing the best improved cities. with a view 
to making this boulevard and its va- 
rious structures represent a model city 
in every respect. He had set apart $10,- 
000 for a structure in wood and staff 
three stories high to represent a termina] 
Station, with a width of 90 feet—since 
-increased to 110 teet—and a depth of 40 
feet.

MAJOR NEWTON 
LAID TO REST 


Remains ef the Officer of 
Sixteenth Infantry Interred 
at Washington. 


Washington, November 27.—(Special.>— 
With the highest military honors the 


body of the late Major Newton, of rhe 
Sixteenth infantry, was laid to rest in 
the historic national cemetery at Arline- 
ton this afternoon. The funera) party 
left Washington barracks at ! o'clock. 
The casket, placed upon a caisson, was 
draped in the flag of his country, which 
Major Newton has served so faithfully 
for nearly a quarter of a century. A 
battalion of engineers, headed by the En- 
gineers’ band, acted ag the escort to the 
aqueduct bridge, and there was joined 
by a squadron of the Second cavalry 
with its mounted cavalry band from Fort 
Myer, which relieved the foot soldiers 
at that point and performed escort duty 
the remainder of the way to Arlington. 
Religious services were conducted at the 
remetery by Chaplain C. C. Pierce, of 
the cavalry post, at the conclusion of 
which a firing panty discharged a *olley 
of musketry over the open grave and a 
bugler sounded “‘taps.”’ 

The honorary pa.lbearergs were Lieuten 
ant Colonel James 8. Pettit, Major John 
FEF. Gullfoyle, Major Samuel W. Dunning 
and Major William P. Evans, all of the 
adjutant general's department; Major 
James A. Irons, of the inspector general's 
department, and Captain Frank McIntyre, 
Nineteenth infantry, of the general staff. 

Major Newton joined the Sixteenth 
United States infantry in 1879 and was 
associated with the regiment ever since, 
serving with it in every capacity from 
second Jieutenant to major. His service 
was almost entirely on the western fron- 
tier until the outbreak of the Spanish 
war in 1898, when he joined the Santiage 
expedition at Tampa. During the enr- 
gagements before Santiago he served as 
aide to General “Hawkins, whose brigade 
bore the brunt of the hardest fighting 
before the capture of the city. After 
the capture of Santiago Major Newton 
became ill of fever. He returned te 
Monteavk with the regiment. After a 
short sick leave he was placed on re- 
cruiting service to enable him to recover 
his health, As soon as he became able 
he joined his regiment in the Philippines, 
where he remained with it. sharing all 
the vicissitudes of the campaign, return- 
ing with the regiment to the United States 
after three years of foreign service. He 
warm friends in the army.

General's Former Confldential 
Adviser Before Committee, 


Runcie Swears That Wood Advised 
the Attack on General Brooke. 
Brooke Will Be Called as 
a Witness by the 

i Committee, 


Washington, November 27.—The senate 
committee on military affairs today heard 
Major James E. Runcie, of Havanah, 
probably the most important witness that 
will be offered by the opponents of Gen- 
eral Leanard Wood in their attempt to 
prevent his confirmation to be major gen- 
eral. 

Major Runcie was on the stand several 
times during the day, telling the com- 
mittee of a dinner at Santiago, Cuba, at- 
tended by himself, General Wood and 
Ray Stannard Baker, a newspaper man, 
at which, it fs alleged, was planned the 
magazine article attacking Major General 
Brooke that has figured conspicuously in 
the Wood case. Major Runcie was stopped 
more than once during the course of his 
testimony and told nothing but facts 
of which he had personal knowledge. This 
did not exclude his story of the dinner 
Incident, which resulted in the {issue of 
subpeneas for three other witnesses, 
among whom ts General Brooke. 

Wood Wanted Himself Boosted. 

In his testimony Major Runcie explain- 
ed that he had acted as the confidential 
adviser of General Wood for nearly two 
years, and they lived together at Santi- 
ago. It wag while they were dining in 
the same house that Mr. Baker went to 
Santiago in search of material for a mag- 
azine article. A meeting was arranged 
Vetween the three men and a dinner fol- 
lowed, testified Major Runcie, at which 
was discussed the plan to have published 
an article which would exploit the success 
of General Wood in dealing with affairs 
at Santiago and draw a cOmparison with 
the situation at Havana unfavorable to 
the administration of General Brooke. 

Major Runcie declared that General 
Weod asked him to write the article, 
and that he hagi done so. The article 
was given to Baker and published in 1900 
over the name of Major Runcie. He as- 
serted that General Wood knew what 
the article contained and fey had corre- 
spondenceabout itas the result of the furor 
created by its publication. He offered to 
produce coples of letters which he had 
written to General Wood concerning his 
own defense. It was not until after Gen- 
eral Wood succeeded General Bronke 
that the article was published. The effect 
was a severance of the relations between 
the witness and General Wood. 

Other witnesses called by the committee 
to testify were Major E. Ladd, United 
States army, who audited General Wood's 
Santiago accounts; Wallis Clearman, a 
former employee of a New York jew- 
elry house, who made’ the sale to the 
Jai Alai Company of the silver set which 
was given to General \Wocd; ind a rep- 
resentative of the department of insular 
affairs, who explained the game and the 
manner in which speculation is indulged 
in by the spectators. Basket, racket 
and other paraphernalia were used in il- 
lustrating the manner of play. 

ne Gift of Wood. 

Mr. Clearman was twice on the stand. 
The first time he told the committee 
that after the purchase of the silver set 


he took the ware to Havana and delivered | 


it to Searas Queda and received the pur- 
chase price—$5,!100. He was not asked 
whether duty was paid on the set. 

The second time he was aksed concern- 
ing the charge that after negoiiations 


were made between the punchasers and. 


the jewelry company a telegram was re- 
celved by the purchaser telling him not 
to close the deal until notice of the grant- 
ing of the concession to the Jai Alatl 
Company had been published in the Offi- 
clal Gazette at Havana. Mr. Clearman 
said he hed never heard of such. a tele- 
gram.

Convict Captain Will Be Re- 
leased from Leavenworth, 


Carter Will Leave for Chicago To 
Hold Conference with His At- 
torney—Case Against the 
Government Will Be 
Pushed. 


Leavenworth, Kans., November 27.— 
‘The doors of the Leavenworth prison 
wil] open at § o’clock tomorrow morning 
for Oberlin M. Carter, formerly a cap- 
tain of engineers in the United States 
army. Convicted by a court-martial of 
conspiracy to defraud the government, 
he has finished a term of five years’ im- 
prisonment, having a credit of ten months 
for good behavior. 

Carter will leave tomorrow for Chicago 
and be met by Horace G. Stone, Nis at- 
torney, who has been collecting evidence 
in the civil case pending in the United 
States court there; through which the for- 
mer army officer hopes to get vindica- 
tion. Judge Kohlsaat Is to decide whether 
Carter is entitled to valuable bonds and 
rea] estate which the government claims 
were secured illegally. 

Mr, Stone declared today that before 
the case is ended the public will have 
ample proof that the large amount of 
money which aroused suspicion against 
Carter was secured from his father in 
law, Robert F. Westcott, deceased, who 
was a millionaire in New York. Mr. 
Westcott, according to Mr. Stone, was al- 
ways generous with his son in law, and 
when he turned over $400,000 of bonds 
shortly after Carter's arrest, the latter 
accepted the gift. as a matter Of course. 
The next day Mr. Westcott left for 
Europe. Later he gave testimony in the 
Greene-Gaynor case which proved dam- 
aging to hits son tn law’s’ reputation, 
tending to show that Carter had _ got 
the bonds from the contractors. 

“We now Rave proof from Westcott’s 
bank books and other records,”’ sald Mr. 
Stone, ‘‘which tends .o show that this is 
not true.’’ 

United States Commissioner Booth re- 
cently reported to Judge Kohlsaat that 
he believed Carter’s uncle and brother, 
Lorenzo and Stanton Carter, had turned 
over ali the property belonging to the 
former military officer. 

Mr, Stone today received a letter from 
his client, in which Carter wrote:

GAME PRESERVATION. 


Law Prohibiting Sale of Game at All 
Times Proving a Potent Aid. 


(From the Cenutry.) 

The best blow for game preservation 
was struck when laws were enacted pro- 
hibiting the sale of game at all times. A 
difticulty was encountered at first, owing 
to the conflict of laws in the different 
states. Birds were offered for sale in a 
state where the sale was illegal, and the 
evidence was always at hand that they 
were killed in another state, where the 
shooting season was open. The words 
‘“‘wherever killed’’ were soon added to the 
law prohibiting sales, and these \,ere sup- 
plemented by laws prohibiting the trans- 
portation and exportation of game. and 
making it a misdemeanor to have it in 
possession in close seasons. 

The national congress recently enacted 
a law, known @s the Lacey law, enlarg- 
ing the duties and powers of the depart- 
ment of agriculture so as to include the 
preservation, distribution, introduction 
and restoration of game birds and other 
wild birds. This law was passed ‘‘to aid 
in the restoration of such birds in those 
parts of the United States adapted thereto 
where the same have become scarce or 
extinct, and also to regulate the intro- 
duction of American or foreign birds or 
animals in localities where they have not 
heretofore existed.’” It prohibits the 
transportation by interstate commerce of 
game killed in violation of local laws. 
That a sentiment has developed in favor 
of the execution of the game laws is vee}l 
known, to their. sorrow, to. many inn- 
keepers, common carriers and dealers. 
Constitutional questions have been raised, 
and cases growing out of the killing of 
a few partridges have gone to the su- 
preme court of the United States. It is 
gratifying to the sportsmen that the laws 
have usually been upheld. This has al- 
ways been the case excepting where toa 
little care Was exercised in their framing. 
There was much bungling in the earlier 
legislation. There is some today.

persecutions and the destruction of crops 
were met »y laws like the “2-mile limit” 
statute, keeping the agriculturist safe. 
The sheepman went on with his flock 
and took the range as he came to It— 
the cattleman could not follow, for the 
cattle would not eat after the sheep, 
So the.cowbuys declared war on the shep- 
herds and sought to Nmit their range. 
‘to some extent this has been done; but 
the conflict is bitter, resulting in bloud- 
shed and deeds of intolerable cruelty—nor 
is it yet ended. It is tempting for the 
sheepman to move to new pastures at the 
risk of attack, even though he knows that 
a cattleman has long been in possession 
and wil fight to maintain his place; for 
it is well understood that the range is 
open to all. a 

A western authority says that in the 
last ten years 600,000 sheep have been 
wantonly killed by cowboys, at a loss 
to the owners of $2,000,000. It is also 
estimated—no one can tell surely, for all 
the tragedies of the range do not come 
to light—that five hundred man killings 
have annually accompanied the sheep kill- 
ings. Some times the settlers whose homes 
are threatened make common cause with 
the cattlemen and join in the slaghter. 
Only last July a band of masked men, 
mounted, killed the herders of several 
thousand sheep .in central Wyoming and 
killed thousands of the sheep. In addt- 
tion, 65.-vO sheep, which were near by, 
were left without herders and were scat- 
tered on the hills, resulting in further 
loss. Riflemen surround flocks and kill 
every sheep, driving off the herders. A 
flock of 5,000 Angora goats was killed in 
western Colorado in August. The papers 
of Oregon describe the terrible devas- 
tation produced by dynamite thrown 
among the huddled bands of sheep, the 
explosion ending the existence of whoie 
flocks, and sometimes killing the shep- 
herds as well. The catthmen throw 
these deadly explosives from some height, 
or charge on horseback into the fright- 
ened flocks for their scheme. of wrath. 
Flocks have been driven into narrow can- 
yons and clubbed to death; they have 
been hurled over precfpices and destroy- 
ed. One man fought the battle for years, 
finally, after losing 14,000 sheep, giving 
up the range for which he contended. 

The settler who “homesteads” a claim in 
the edge of the free range has one great 
terror—what if the flocks or her@s should 
come? He knows that the ci}ps so care- 
fully tended would go, the gerden would 
be made desolate. He has recourse 
through the law, to be sure, but In the 
wilder portion of the west it is sometimes 
a slow process. 

Recently the government has {issued as? 
order that the sheep must be kept off the 
forest reserves, the last refuge of the 
wandring flocks and their worried owners. 
These were the only lands on which the 
cattle were not generally grazed, so the 
sheep were turned in. But they destroy- 
ed the shrubbery in their efforts to gain 
sustenance, and so the order went out to 
stop such practice. ‘There seemed to be 
no choice but to try conclusions with 
the cattlemen again, and hostilities open- 
ed with renewed vigor. The miners and 
campers and hunters try to keep stock 
out of the mountain parks, and the boun- 
daries constantly grow less for the 
wanderings of the flock and herds. The 


range is becoming thin, too. The grass 
is overpastured,._and, in the opinion of 
expert stockmen, does not today give 


more than half the sustenance that it 
did a decade ago. Various plans are 
proposed to renew it, but they are as 
yet in embryo, and do not help the man 
with huge flocks of sheep that must be 
fed. In the end there must be a more 
extensive leasing or ownership of the 
grazing lands, and the rights of posses- 
sion must be obeyed. Until that time 
comes the conflict for the free feeding 
grounds wil] rage.

Way to Washington, 


Says There Is Much Interest in Co- 
lombia as the Result of Pan- 


ama’s Secession—Declares 
Colombia Could Muster 
500,000 Men. 


eo 


General Rafael Reyes, diplomatic repre- 
sentative of the United States of Colom- 
bla to the United States of America, was 
in Atlanta yesterday for a short time. He 
came in on the Atlanta and West Point 
train from New Orleans and left on the 
noon train of the Southern for Washing- 
ton, The West Point was twelve minutes 
late and the general had only eight min- 
utes’ stay here, consequently had no 
time to visit any of the state or city 
Officials, although he expressed a desire 
to do so. 

With General Reyes was a party of 
officers of Colombia and one lady. Her 
name could not be learned, but thase of 
the officers were General Angola, General 
Cabelero and General Holquin. 

The party is bound for Washington on 
a mission of state relating to the seces- 
sion of Panama and the attitude of the 
United States in recognizing the new re- 
public. 

“My mission.”’ said General Reyes to a 
representative of The Constitution, ‘is a 
most delicate one 1 am sure. I cannot teil 
you what will be done, since | am not 
certain what my government will ask, 
for in Washington 1 will meet those who 
are deeply interested in the conditions 
in Colombia, and until we arrive at some 
fixed agreement I am in no positien to 
say much. 

Yo Confer with President. 

“Yes, we shall confer with President 
Roosevelt as to the best cOurse to pur- 


sue. We regard the president of the 
American states as a specia] firend of 
our country, and what he thinks is good 
for us I am sure will be the best. We 
have a great country, tnough it is yet 
in @n undeveloped state. Our mountains 
are rich ip copper, silver and gold and 
all that is needed is development. With 
the digging of the Panama canal I am 
Sure the sOythern states, especially those 
bordering on the gulf, will be greatly 
benefited. 

“I do not believe that the Nicaragua 
canal would benefit the south more than 
the Panama. I firmly believe that the 
Panama route is in every sense the best, 
@ven for tne southern States of your 
union. When it is°taken into considera- 
tion that two-tifths of the dirt has been 
dug and that only about 30 miles re- 
mains to be opened up, I cannot see why 
the American people should hesitate for 
one moment. 

“With 30,000 workmen the Amenican 
government can dig the Panama canal in 
five years. The French government in de- 
Serting the project left buildings along 
the route that will confortably house this 
number of workmen. Ali the American 
government needs to do is to send the 
men and the machinery and the work cun 
be finished certainly by 1910.”’ 


There ls Much Interest. 


When asked as to the present condition 
of affairs in Panama and other cities 
near by, General Reyes admitted that 
there was considerable unrest born of the 
fact that the Colombians were not cer- 
tain as to what would be the attitude of 
the American government. With perfect 
harmony existing between the Colombian 
government and the government at 
Washington, he thinks his people would 
be peacetul and satisfied. 

‘But,’ said General Reyes, ‘‘my people 
are fighting people. We can raise 60Q0,- 
000 men and have them in the field in 
thirty days if necessary. War has brought 
my people to want and in their despera- 
tion born of privations the situation is 
rather strained. But with the general 
good will of the American nation and 
the prestige this friendliness will bring, I 
am satistied that order will be fully re- 
stored.’’ 

General Reyes weighs about 225 pounds, 
has gray hair and mustache and walks 
with a limp. He staid closely in the 
drawing rvuom of the car and could not 
be seen until the train reached Atlanta.

Representative Atlanta Negroes 
Thank Him for Kindness 
of His Expression. 

Rev. H. S. Bradley, pastor of Trinity 
Methodist church, has received a cordial 
letter signed by many of the represen- 
tative negro citizens of Atlanta. 

The letter is the result of the sermon 
preached at Trinity by Mr. Bradley last 
Sunday, and which was publisnéd in The 
Constitution Monday morning. Mr. Brad- 
ley’s text was ‘‘Meekness.’’ and in the 
development of his theme he said: 

“Jesus was meek, calm in the conscious- 
ness of great power, when, in Gethsem- 
une on the night of His arrest He 
stood undaunted before the rabbie that 
had come with lanterns, sticks and blud- 
Bcons to take Him. His very meekness 
Struck them dumb and they fell back- 
ward upon the ground ag dead men. 

“He was meek when, in the presence of 
Pilate, He stood calm, self-possessed and 
dignified while the mob hooted, jeered 
and screamed for His blood. There was 
S8elf-control. There is not one SUBECS- 
ion in the stories we have of Jesus that 
He ever lost this perfect poise, this self- 
mastery, this meekness, ; 

“What is the reward of a character like 
this? Jesus answers that they shall in- 
herit the earth. This expression was a 
great surprise to most of His hearers.

As the head of the legal department of 
the city government, City Attorney Mav- 
s0n probably has more use for the records 
of the municipality than any other person 
in Atlanta, and for that reason he, bet- 
ter than anyone else, Knows the condition 
into which they have fallen. Those bustl- 
ness men, who have had occasion to spend 
hours and days in looking over the ren- 
ords in search of statements of vital 
jmportance to them, will learn with grat- 
ification that the city attorney has enter- 
e| the fight for the assortment and pres- 
ervation of the precious records of the 
city, which are in constant danger from 
fire and which would be destroyed in the 
event the city hall building was consumed 
by flames. 

The agitation of the question, as has 
been stated, has as its object the storing 
of the records of the city in a eprooft 
room either in the Basement of the city 
hall or at some other place where they 
will not be In constant danger of destruc. 
tion. 

In speaking of the records it should de 
borne in mind that the present records, 
which are being written under the direc- 
tion of City Clerk Campbell, aré not re- 
ferred to. The indexing of the minutes 
of council began in 1889, when Park 
Woodward was city clerk, and has since 
continued, but from 1848 to 1889 there I$ 
no index of the minutes of council. 4 


ity Attorney Talks. 

Regarding this matter, City Attorney 
Mavson said yesterday: 

“lI am very much interested in what 
appears to be a movement looking toward 
the preservation and possibly an intelli- 
gent assortment of the records of the 
city. I have:sometimes had occasion to 
call for papers to be used for the city 
in- its varied litigation that were 
deposited in the basement. Invariably 
when my search got to this point I was 
told that it was useless to prosecute it 
further, as the records were piled together 
ine this basement, making it practically 
impossible to go through and secure the 
papers needed. 

“The department with which I am con- 
nected more. keenly. apreciates. the im- 
‘portance of preserving the city’s ordi- 
nances, resolutions and other papers than 
any other, because the rights of the city 
sometimes depend upon the proof of the 
particular action taken and the particular 
way in which it was taken. 
the fact that there is no place in whicn 
to properly keep these papers rather 
tends to failure in this respect. Whether 
all the papers are stored away in the 
basement or net, however, I do not know, 
but it is certainly true that the method 
of their preservation fe practically use- 


| less 


“Tr trust the fight will be kept up until 
not only a secure place is constructed, but 
the papers are assorted and p.aced away 
in sueh a manner as that they may be 
found when desired. The present condi- 
tion of affairs, if now bad, will grow 
worse from year to year as the city's 
records multiply. If they are not now 
safely and properly kept in a3 very few 
years it will become impossible to find 
important papers and serious results will 
follow. At any rate, it is wise to act 
now before serious loss occurs. 

“I do not know of any particular thing 
that has been more overlooked by the 
city than the careful preservation of the 
records. Since attention has been called 
tu it I doubt not proper action will be 
taken and the desired result obtained.”

FOR DELIVERING MESSAGES. 


Rates Fixed by Railroad Commission 
Which Telegraph Companies Will 
Be Allowed To Charge. 
Important rules governing the charges 
which telegraph companies may make for 
delivering messages were adopted by the 
railroad commission at its regular month- 
ly meeting yesterday. These proposed 
rules have been under consideration by 
the commisgiop for same time and the 
telegraph companies have had an extend- 
ed hearing. The rules adepted yesterday 

are as follows: 

“In cities or towns having less than 
5,000 inhabitants, according to the mogt 
recent publis#ed national census, no extra 
charge shall be made for delivering a 


telegraphic message to the addressee 
thereof wituin a radius of one-half mile 
from the office of the delivering telegraph 
company. 

‘In cities and towns having 5,000 in- 
habitants or more, according to the most 
recent published national census, no exira 
charge shall be made for delivering sucn 
messages within a radius of | mile from 
the office of the delivering telegraph com- 


pany. 

“For delivering one or more messages 
by One messenger at one time to one ad- 
dressee, beyond the limits above mention- 
ed, telegraph companies may charge not 
more than !6 cents for the first mile, or 
fraction thereof, beyond such Hmits, and 
10 cents for each subsequent mile, or 
fraction thereof, beyond such limits. 

“Whenever practicable, such telegraph 
company may deliver such messages by 
telephone, upon written request of the 
sender or addressee thereof, and charge 
the actual expense of so doing.”

“We are bending our services espec- 
jally on football, however, and we intend 
to play every good coliege in the south, 
and intend to win from them all.
